Graham and Kathy MacKinnon 
admit they were nervous. 

The moment can be traced 
back to three years ago after 
they arrived with their then 
14-year-old son Nathan at Shat- 
tuclc-Saint Maiy’s prep school 
in Faribault, Minn. He would 
embark on the next stage of 
his blossoming hockey career. 

Eventually it was time for 
goodbyes. Nathan was on his 
own; he was beaming. 

“He was so pumped, so 
happy,” remembers Kathy. “I 
was thinking he might have 
second thoughts or their might 
be tears in his eyes. But he was 
happy, excited because he saw 
the big picture. He wanted the 
challenge.” 

Indeed he was. In two sea¬ 
sons suiting up for the school’s 
team, which fellow Cole Har¬ 
bour native and NHL superstar 
Sidney Crosby had played for,

player.” Nathan MacKinnon 

MacKinnon racked up 194 
points in just 98 games. 

Since then, the now 17-year- 
old’s remarkable success has 
been well documented right 
up to his latest accomplish¬ 
ment: leading the Halifax 
Mooseheads to their first-ever 
Memorial Cup, complete with 
MVP honours. 

He saw to it that his parents 
and sister were right there 
with him on the ice celebrat¬ 
ing. 

He’s forfeited plenty of 
teenage pleasures. But what¬ 
ever he might have lost along 
the way he has more than 
made up for in his relentless 
pursuit to be his best. 

“Hockey is who he is,” says 
Kathy. “I know it might sound 
holcey but it is what he wants 
to do.” 

Graham, who Kathy calls 
Nathan’s coach, mentor and 


sounding board, agrees. 

“It’s about him chasing his 
dream,” says Graham. “It’s not 
really a sacrifice. He’s doing 
something that he loves to do.” 

Nathan’s ultimate goal will 
come within a hair of being 
realized at Sunday’s NHL draft 
where he’s widely predicted to 
be the No. 1 pick. 

But the MacKinnons 
couldn’t care less whether he 
goes first, second or third. 

“It’s such a great new chap¬ 
ter for him. Whether he comes 
back here next fall or goes to 
an NHL team, it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter,” says Kathy. “Getting his 
name called on Sunday is just 
so exciting.” 

Inevitably the pressure will 
mount. Cole Harbour’s golden 
boy will be in a league of men 
fighting to make a mark in the 
unforgiving world of the NHL. 
But other 18-year-olds have 
done it, and his parents have 
no doubt Nathan will too. 

Inevitable comparisons to 
Crosby will continue. But he’s 
dealt with that long ago. 

“I always said, You don’t 
have to be Sidney Crosby, just 
be yourself, but just work like 
Sidney Crosby,” says Graham. 
“But we never have compared 
Nathan to anyone.”

Cup to Cole Harbour’s streets. 
“We were such a close-knit

DiPenta won the Cup in 
2007, two years before Sidney 
Crosby’s electrifying champion¬ 


ship season with the Pittsburgh 
Penguins in 2009. 

Now, Mooseheads forward 
Nathan MacKinnon is widely 
expected to be the top pick in 
Sunday’s NHL draft after lead¬ 
ing the Herd to both its first 
President Cup and then eclips¬ 
ing rival top draft pick 
Seth Jones in the Me¬ 
morial Cup. 

DiPenta said it is 
“amazing” to have two 
top-ranked hockey play¬ 
ers come out of a small 
town, but said it may be 
more about role mod¬ 
els — like Mooseheads 
GM Cam Russell — than 
rationed supplies of 
Popeye’s spinach. “When I was 
growing up, when I thought 
of Cam playing for the Black- 


hawlcs, it made me feel like it 
was possible,” he said. 

Top-ranked lightweight UFC 
fighter TJ Grant and multiple- 
award winning singer-song- 
writer Matt Mays also hail from 
Cole Harbour, but Premier and 
Cole Harbour MLA Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said the tradition 
of stars is simply a 
product of a close- 
knit community and 
good role models. 

“I don’t think 
there’s anything in 
the water, I think 
it’s about attitude, 
and success breeds 
success,” he said.

Parents to receive 
review, records from IWK 


The IWK Health Centre says it 
will provide Rehtaeh Parsons’ 
parents with recommenda¬ 
tions from a peer review of the 
care she received last year after 
they voiced concerns about her 
treatment. 

The inter¬ 
nal medical 
report fo¬ 
cuses on Par¬ 
sons’ specific 
treatments 
and med¬ 
ical record. 
It is distinct 
from an ex¬ 
ternal review 
announced 
this week 
that will examine policies and 
procedures more generally. 

Parsons was admitted to the 
IWK in March 2012, about five 
months after she was allegedly 
sexually assaulted and became 
suicidal. The 17-year-old Cole 
Harbour girl hanged herself 
in April and was taken off life- 
support three days later. 

Glen Canning said he has a 
number of concerns about his 
daughter’s treatment, includ-

ing a lack of focus on her de¬ 
pression and trauma from the 
alleged sexual assault. 

He also said his daughter 
told him she was strip-searched 
by two male employees near 
the end of her stay. “It (the 
search) destroyed her trust in 
them and after that it was a 
matter of hying to get her out 
of the hospital,” he said on 
Thursday. 

But Anne McGuire, 
president and CEO of the IWK, 
said the hospital stands by a 
June 8 news release that said 
Parsons “was not stripped nor 
strip-searched by two men 
while in our care.” 

She said she cannot provide 
further details about the matter 
because of privacy legislation. 

McGuire said she is hopeful 
that the meeting will address 
the parents’ concerns about 
their daughter’s treatment. 
“Our offer is to review the re¬ 
cord with them. Our practice 
is to sit with the family, go 
through the record and answer 
any questions they may have,” 
she said.

The province’s Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team (SIRT) is 
investigating after a Halifax 
Regional Police officer shot a 
man who was allegedly armed. 

Police say the officer fired 
his gun at the man when the 
shooting victim threatened 
him and another officer with a 
weapon on Thursday night. 

Police won’t confirm what 
the weapon was, but a source 
says it was a knife. 

“Our investigation has com¬ 
menced and it will continue 
for a while,” SIRT director Ron 
MacDonald said. “There are a 
number of witnesses we need 
to speak to.” 

Police say the incident 
began on Gaston Road at 7:07 
p.m., when the victim allegedly 
pulled a weapon on two plain¬ 
clothes officers in relation to 
an ongoing investigation. 

The man fled on foot and 
patrol officers eventually spot¬ 
ted him on the ball field be¬ 
hind Prince Arthur Junior High 
School. 

Police allege the victim 
then confronted the two offi¬ 


cers with the weapon, and one 
of them fired his gun. 

Staff Sgt. Bill Morris 
wouldn’t say how many shots 
were fired. 

After the shooting, police 
turned the matter over to SIRT, 
which was on scene investigat¬ 
ing Thursday night. 


MacDonald would not con¬ 
firm that the victim was armed 
with a knife. He also wouldn’t 
say how many shots the officer 
fired. 

“It usually takes some 
months,” MacDonald said as 
to how long its investigation 
might take.

Empire sells theatre business to Cineplex 



Empire Company Ltd. is get¬ 
ting out of the movie-theatre 
business to focus on Sobeys, 
the national groceiy chain that 
accounts for most of the Stellar- 
ton-based company’s revenue. 

Canada’s largest cinema 
company, Cineplex Inc., will 
pay $200 million in cash to ac¬ 
quire 26 of the theatres — all 24 
of the Empire theatres in Atlan¬ 
tic Canada and two in Ontario. 

Cineplex said the deal is 
strategically important since it 
gives the Toronto-based com¬ 
pany a presence in Canada’s 
four easternmost provinces. 

The theatres that Cineplex 
is acquiring generated $113 
million in total revenue in 
2012, RBC analyst Haran Posner 
said in a note. 

Another 20 Empire theatres 
in Ontario and Western Canada 
will be sold to Landmark Cin¬ 
emas for up to $55 million. 

Landmark will pay $31 mil¬ 


lion in cash, plus equity in a 
new entity worth $19 million, 
as well as an earn-out right es¬ 
timated to be worth $5 million. 
Landmark will be able to buy 


the equity from Empire for $19 
million until Dec. 31. 

After the sales, Empire said 
it will have four theatres left. 
Two of them, in Victoria, B.C.,

Empire also said Thursday that it had 
$98.6 million or $1.45 per share of 
adjusted earnings in the fourth quar¬ 
ter, up $9 million from a year earlier 
and eight cents per share above the 
consensus estimate. 

and New Glasgow, will be sold 
as real estate. The company said 
it will likely sell the other two 
theatres, both in Ontario, or 
close them. 

“We’re not going to be oper¬ 
ating four theatres in three 
different provinces,” Empire 
spokesman Andrew Walker 
said. 

The company will use the 
proceeds of the sale to pay 
down debt, he said.

El Jones named new 
poet laureate for Halifax 




For El Jones, the power of 
art is walking into a prison 
in rural New Brunswick and 
connecting with a middle- 
aged man, then turning to 
perform slam poetry with 
young boys in Halifax’s north 
end. 

Jones, a teacher and 
spoken-word activist, was of¬ 
ficially welcomed as HRM’s 
new poet laureate Thursday 
afternoon. 

In her speech, Jones said 
she was proud to represent 
the community groups that 
helped her along the way and 
developed her interest in so¬ 
cial justice. 

“Even when you’re afraid 
and people don’t like what 
you have to say ... find your 
voice and speak,” said Jones. 


“You have something to 
say that nobody else can, so 
keep fighting for your voice 
and I promise you someone 
will listen.” 

Jones recited a poem cre¬ 
ated with the help of 100 re¬ 


sponses on Faceboolc about 
people’s best and worst Hali¬ 
fax experiences, which were 
often connected. 

“They’d say their worst 
experience was homophobia, 
but best experience was the 


vigil for Raymond Taavel,” 
she said. 

Jones has done prison out¬ 
reach and volunteers with 
Center Line Studio near Un- 
iaclce Square, where kids re¬ 
cord their own songs or rap 


together. 

Tanya Davis, outgoing 
poet laureate, said she’s ex¬ 
cited to see what Jones will 
do in the position. 

“It’s a bit of an overwhelm¬ 
ing title, and it’s also a joyful

one,” Davis said. 

During her two-year term, 
Jones said she wants people 
to realize their own stories 
are poetiy, and she wants to 
hold a night where kids can 
share poems or talk. 

“So many people are hav¬ 
ing conversations about our 
youth and what they’re do¬ 
ing, and nobody’s actually 
talking to the youth,” Jones 
said. 

“Ifwe could ... understand 
what they’re saying, that 
would be important for me to 
do right away.” 

She would also like to see 
an event where people write 
poetry on the street and share 
it out loud, especially those 
who are homeless. 

“I think art is a big way 
that we can learn and human¬ 
ize each other,” Jones said.

Mailorder-bride ring 
busted in Philippines 


Human trafficking. 

Women promised 
wealth and security end 
up abused, unhappy 


Philippine authorities have res¬ 
cued 29 women after busting a 
mailorder-bride business and 
arresting two South Koreans 
and their four local partners, 
a police official said Thursday. 


Police raided a house Wed¬ 
nesday in Bacoor city near 
Manila used by the syndicate 
and found the women, includ¬ 
ing a 16-year-old girl, said Chief 
Superintendent Reginald Villa- 
santa, executive director of the 
Presidential Anti-Organized 
Crime Commission. 

The syndicate collects thou¬ 
sands of dollars in fees from 
Korean men seeking Filipino 
wives, telling them falsely 
that the money will go to the 


women’s families, Villasanta 
said. 

Villasanta says the women 
are promised a prosperous life 
in South Korea but often end 
up abused or in unhappy mar¬ 
riages. 

“We have rescued 29 (Fili¬ 
pino women) who were duped 
into promises of an instant 
wealthy life through mar¬ 
riage with Korean gentlemen, 
although in most cases they 
ended up on the losing end 


after becoming victims of grave 
abuses,” Villasanta said. 

He said there are an esti¬ 
mated 10,000 Filipino women 
married to South Koreans. 

Poverty and the lack of em¬ 
ployment have forced millions 
of Filipinos to find work abroad 
and some to seek marriage 
with foreigners, most with 
hopes of a better life and being 
able to support their families 
back home.

Congo. Rape of nine girls, 
the youngest 18 months 
old, rattles UN officials 


The UN is raising the alarm 
about the recent rape of nine 
young girls in conflict-ridden 
eastern Congo, the youngest 
18 months old. Two of the 
girls died, though their ages 
weren’t released. 

Two officials say the 
girls were admitted to Pan- 
zi Hospital in South Kivu 
province over the past two 
months with serious internal 
wounds. 

UN special representative 
to Congo Roger Meece and 
UNICEF representative Bar¬ 
bara Bentein released their 
statement through UN dep¬ 
uty spokesman Eduardo del 
Buey on Thursday. 


Disturbing crimes

accused of rapes. 


The officials said two sus¬ 
pects have been arrested, 
but they urged Congolese 
authorities to follow through 
with the “prosecution of all 
perpetrators involved in this 
despicable practice.”

Vancouver man 
charged with 
human trafficking 

A B.C. Supreme Court jury 
found a Vancouver man 
guilty of human trafficking 
Wednesday night, which 
Franco Yiu Kwan Orr’s lawyer 
says is a first in Canada. 

Orr was also found guilty 
of employing a foreign 
national, specifically his 
Filipino nanny Leticia Sarm- 
iento, illegally, and making a 
misrepresentation that could 
induce an error in the admin¬ 
istration of the Immigration 
and Refugee Protection Act. 

However, the juiy 
acquitted his partner, Oi 


Ling Nicole Huen, of human 
trafficking and employing a 
foreign national illegally. 

“My clients are in shock, 
frankly, they’re stunned,” 
said defence lawyer Nicholas 
Preovolos outside of court, 
noting the juiy appar¬ 
ently believed the allegations 
against Orr but not Huen. 

“It’s odd, and it’s frustrat¬ 
ing for them.” 

The Crown declined to 
comment on the verdict.

Beginning the evening of Friday, July 5*, Halifax Water will he performing a scheduled shutdown to a section of the Poekwock water transmission main 
on Kearney Lake Road to allow for the renewal of 1.7km of 1200mm. diameter pipe at a cost of SI I million. The Poekwock water supply serves 
customers in Halifax, Bedford, Sackv ilk\ Fall River, Waverley, and Timberlea, though not all customers will be affected by this work. 

In order to facilitate this work, flow from the Poekwock water transmission main will be shut down for approximately 24 hours, beginning the evening of 
Friday, July 5* with customers supplied by a system of reservoirs, flows from Dartmouth v ia die MacDonald Bridge water line, and possibly the Chain 
Lake back-up water supply. Due to flow rev ersal in the distribution system, discoloured water may be experienced in some areas of I lalifax and Dartmouth. 

If the Chain I .ake back-up water supply is activ ated, a boil water advisory w HI be Issued for affected customers. 

Should a boil w ater advisory be issued, some customers on the Halifax side of the harbour ( see attached map ) w ill be required to boil their w ater as a 
precautionary measure. Only customers within the defined area on the map will be required to boll their water. 

All Halifax Water customers are asked to reduce water usage (i.e. lawn/garden watering, car washing, pool filling, washing of laundry etc.) on 
July 5*, 6‘ h , and 7* while this phase of the project is undertaken as this will reduce the need to activate the Chain Lake supply and the resulting boil water 
advisory.

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Superstorm victim’s 
body lay hidden for 
more than 5 months 


Forgotten victim. 

Search-and-rescue 
teams searched 30,000 
homes in areas hit by 
storm, but didn’t 
think to enter trailer

In the chaotic days after 
Superstorm Sandy, an army 
of aid workers streamed onto 
the flood-ravaged Roclcaway 
Peninsula looking for anyone 
who needed help. 

Health workers and Na¬ 
tional Guard troops went 
door to door. City inspectors 
checked thousands of dwell¬ 
ings for damage. Seaside 
neighbourhoods teemed with 
utility crews, Red Cross trucks 
and crews clearing debris. 

Yet, even as the months 


dragged on, nobody thought 
to look inside the tiny con¬ 
struction trailer rusting away 
in a junlc-filled lot at the cor¬ 
ner of Beach 40th Street and 
Roclcaway Beach Boulevard. 

If they had, they would 
have found the body of Keith 
Lancaster, a quiet handy¬ 
man who appeared to have 
been using the trailer as a 
home the night Sandy sent 
1.5 metres of water churning 
through the neighbourhood. 

It took until April 5 before 
an acquaintance finally went 
to check on the 62-year-old’s 
whereabouts and found his 
partially skeletonized re¬ 
mains.

The Mafia connection 


An Italian crime 
clan’s reach 
into Canada 

Italian prosecutors are 
calling for a Thunder 
Bay, Ont. man to be sent 
to prison for 19 years 
if found guilty of Mafia 
charges in a trial author¬ 
ities say highlights the 
global reach of a secretive 
organized crime clan from 
the Calabrian region of 
southern Italy all the way 
to small-town Canada. 

Guiseppe Bruzzese, 66, 
who was arrested while in 
Italy in 2011, is accused of 
“Mafia association” — a 
serious crime there, which 
has no comparable offence 
in Canada — after being 
caught on secret police re¬ 
cordings meeting with a top 
crime boss in that country. 

His trial — and outstand¬ 
ing Italian arrest warrants 
issued for three other Thun¬ 
der Bay residents, including 
a successful local business¬ 
man — may shed light on 
the connection between the 
town and a powerful Mafia 
organization called the 
’Ndrangheta. 

Also listed in the arrest 
warrants are Antonio Min- 
nella, 72; Rocco Etreni, 

66; and Cosimo Cirillo, 55.

An Indian cable-news chan¬ 
nel has fired a journalist who 
sat on the shoulders of a vil¬ 
lager so his feet didn’t get wet 
in ankle-deep water while 
covering floods in India’s 
Uttarakhand state. 

“What he did was veiy in¬ 
human. You cannot ride on 
someone’s back for a stoiy. We 
terminated him on Tuesday,” 
Nishant Chaturvedi, channel 
head at News Express, told 
The Telegraph. 

Narayan Pargaien trig¬ 
gered outrage after a video 
showing him speaking into 
the camera while sitting on 
the shoulders of a villager 
went viral online. 


The reporter said the stunt 
wasn’t his idea, and then 
made a bad situation worse 
when he blamed his camera¬ 
man. He also claimed that 
the survivor, who can be seen 
wobbling under the strain 
while standing in ankle-deep 
water, put him onto his shoul¬ 
ders as a sign of respect. 

Chaturvedi said the chan¬ 
nel did not broadcast the clip 
because it found it “highly 
distasteful.” 

“He sent the clip to us. 
We were shocked to see him 
sitting on the poor man. 
You have to be a part of the 
people and not ride on them,” 
he said, torstar news service

Shot dead. Murder 
victim made headlines 
after photo emerged 
with T.O. mayor during 
height of crack scandal 


A man admitted in court on 
Thursday to shooting and 
killing Anthony Smith, who 
gained notoriety in death 
after a photo emerged that 
appeared to show him with 
Toronto’s mayor. But his law¬ 
yer suggested there may be 
“further developments.” 

Nisar Hashimi, 23, entered 
an early guilty plea to man¬ 
slaughter and aggravated as¬ 
sault just three months after 
Smith, 21, was shot dead 
outside a downtown Toronto 


nightclub and Muhammad 
Khattalc, 19, was wounded. 

Hashimi had been charged 
with first-degree murder. 
Smith’s sister and mother said 
outside court that though the 
plea to lesser charges wasn’t 
the outcome they had ex¬ 
pected, they can now move on. 


Smith’s sister, Kamelia 
Taylor, lashed out at a throng 
of reporters, saying it was 
“disgusting” that no one 
cared about her brother’s 
death until a picture emerged 
appearing to show him with 
the mayor.

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Revolution 2.0 for Egypt? 



A nation in a state of 
agitation. Unrest in 
Egypt could reach a 
tipping point Sunday, 
the l-year anniversary 
of Brotherhood rule 


“Before, people protested on Fridays. Now it’s Sunday, 
Tuesday, Saturday, Monday; doctors, teachers, judges, 
those protesting the lack of gas, water, employment, 
those cut off from their land and whose salaries have 
been cut. Every day there’s something.”

Two days after I arrive in 
Cairo to see family earlier this 
month, my uncle whisks me 
away to a protest at the Min- 
istiy of Culture. 

That’s Egypt today: Protests 
have become a family affair. 
With this weekend marking 
the one-year anniversary of the 
Muslim Brotherhood taking 
power, you worry about the 
safety of loved ones. 

This particular protest 
on June 11 turns out to be a 
chi-chi demonstration in a 
wealthy Cairo neighbourhood. 
President Mohammed Morsi 
has replaced the culture min¬ 
ister and others with Muslim 
Brotherhood members. Many 
criticize the changes as crude 
and corrupt, though others 
suggest he must excise old of¬ 
ficials to begin anew. 

I lived in Egypt for five years 
until 2009, and visited again 
months after the 2011 revolu¬ 
tion. It was a time of uncer¬ 
tainty and insecurity but also 
of some optimism and rebuild¬ 


ing. That has all but vanished. 

The one-year anniversaiy 
is Sunday. Protests have al¬ 
ready begun and bloodshed is 
expected. People are asking if 
well become like Syria? Could 
Salafis win an election? What 
of the plummeting economy 
and security? 

On a stage outside the min- 
istiy, a Tahrir Square protest 
singer performs a call-and-re- 
sponse song. Artists and intel¬ 
lectuals dot the crowd. 

Individuals stand between 
cars with petitions calling for 
early elections, and people 
honk in support. 

The next day, I eye a young 
man in the women’s-only 
metro car with suspicion. After 
other vendors pass, he rallies 
the women to demonstrate on 
the 30th. There will be busing 
to three sites, and if you can’t 
go then protest in front of 
your home, he insists. “Don’t 
be afraid,” he yells, repeatedly. 
A woman tells the rest to say 
“Amen.” 

Another woman confronts 
him, telling him that we all 
know where his support really 


comes from. Other passengers 
are pragmatic. “We have to 
give (Morsi) time, we need sta¬ 
bility.” 

Days later, on the metro 
again, a woman calls for sig¬ 
natures. “Eveiyone’s signed 
by now,” a passenger tells her. 
Arguments erupt across the 
evening car. 

I was with a friend when a 
stylish young woman said she 
wouldn’t sign — she and her 
husband work in tourism and 
just as things are getting to 
normal, protests threaten their 
livelihoods. 

I walk with a friend the 
next day around Old Cairo. An 
older man mutters to nobody 
that Morsi will be good for the 
countiy so there will be fewer 
people like us around. Tour¬ 
ists? Women? Women without 
a headscarf? Only the disdain 
is understood. 

When I take a cab home 
with a woman already inside, 
it’s clear they’ve been discuss¬ 
ing politics. The driver asks if 
I’ve signed the petition. I hesi¬ 
tate and they wonder aloud if 
perhaps my father is Brother¬ 


hood. He is not. Later when I 
jot in my notepad, he half-jolc- 
ingly suspects I’m recording 
their information. 

The woman doesn’t know 
whether to blame Morsi or the 
revolution for unemployment 
that’s driven young neigh¬ 
bours to drug addiction. The 
driver, too, had lost his job as a 
government staffer. When she 
says the old regime was better, 
the driver disagrees; he says 
the 30th had better not mean 
bringing back the old. 

In my last days I visit con¬ 
servative relatives and won¬ 
der whether they support the 
Brotherhood. I learn they don’t 
— my cousin thinks Morsi is 
incompetent, idiotic and de¬ 
ceitful (the most common criti¬ 
cism against the Brotherhood). 
But he thinks things could get 
much worse. The opposition 
have no plan, no candidate. 
Blood will be shed, and for 
what? He fears that old regime 
sympathizers or paid thugs 
will be among protesters, even 
posing as Brotherhood, to in¬ 
cite violence. 

I leave Egypt confused. 
And worried. I have family 
members on the front lines. 
Relatives have lost eveiything 
in the plunging economy and 
once-proud Egyptians are wit¬ 
nessing the decline of their 
countiy as it’s tom along reli¬ 
gious and sectarian lines. 

And I wait to see what will 
become of Egypt’s second — 
perhaps — revolution in my 
lifetime.

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Jailed Muslims formed 
prison gangs: Warden 



Terrorism.Judge 

is told John Walker 
Lindh, other Muslims, 
bullied fellow inmates 
when allowed to pray 
together in groups 


The warden of a U.S. prison 
holding American Taliban 
fighter John Walker Lindh 
insisted Thursday that he was 
obeying a court order to allow 
daily group prayer by permit¬ 
ting inmates to pray in pairs 
within their cells. 

Warden John Oliver told a 
federal judge that when the 
prison allowed group prayer 
earlier this year, Muslim in¬ 
mates formed gangs and bul¬ 
lied other prisoners. 

Lindh attended the hearing 
by video conference from the 
high-security unit that houses 
him and about 40 other in¬ 
mates, including several con¬ 
victed on terror charges. 

A U.S. District judge ruled 
in Januaiy that barring Lindh 
and his fellow Muslims from 
engaging in daily group pray¬ 
er violates a 1993 law that 
bans the government from 


curtailing religious speech. 
The judge issued an order de¬ 
manding that the prison allow 
group prayer. 

Ken Falk, legal director of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Indiana, filed a mo¬ 
tion in Lindh’s name in April 
asking the judge to find the 
prison warden in contempt. 
The motion argued that the 
warden allowed only three 


group prayers per day in a 
single room, instead of the 
five that Lindh said his faith 
requires. 

But Oliver said he believed 
he was balancing inmates’ re¬ 
ligious rights with the security 
needs of the special unit that 
severely restricts inmates’ 
communications with the out¬ 
side world.

Philippines. Women held 
captive wanted to tell world 
of minority’s plight: Family 


Amnesty International and the 
family of two Filipino-Algerian 
sisters called for suspected Is¬ 
lamic militants to release the 
women, saying Thursday that 
they are human rights defend¬ 
ers and filmmakers who fo¬ 
cused on the plight of Muslims 
in the Philippines. 

Nadjoua and Linda Bansil 
were taken by about 10 sus¬ 
pected Abu Sayyaf militants 
Saturday in the southern town 
of Patilcul while working on a 
short film about Muslim coffee 
farmers. At least three compan¬ 
ions of the sisters were left be¬ 


hind, police said. 

Their brother, Mohammed 
Bansil, noted that his sisters 
were seized while tackling the 
veiy issues at the root of the 
decades-old minority Muslim 
unrest in the countiy’s south. 

Ritz Lee Santos, who heads 
Amnesty International Philip¬ 
pines, said the sisters are long¬ 
time human rights volunteers. 

“It’s sad that they were 
taken because they went to 
Sulu to tell the whole country 
about the struggles of poor 
Muslims,” he said.

CRTC gives 
green light 
to Astral deal 


Second time around. 

Bell’s revised takeover 
bid approved after firm 
promises to sell some 
specialty TV channels 
and radio stations 


Bell has won regulatoiy approv¬ 
al for its second bid to buy As¬ 
tral Media and its coveted suite 
of TV speciality channels and 
radio stations in a deal worth 
$3.4 billion. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission announced 
its decision Thursday after mar¬ 
kets closed. 

The CRTC rejected Bell’s in¬ 
itial bid for Astral last fall, say¬ 
ing it wasn’t in the best inter¬ 
ests of Canadians. 

But the regulator said the 
revised bid — in which Bell 
agreed to sell some of Astral’s 
specialty TV channels and radio 
stations — satisfied its concerns 
that the company would be too 
dominant in the market. 

“The commission concludes 
that the transaction as modi¬ 
fied in this decision is in the 
public interest and advances

Richard: Mark, unlike the 
virtually identical Olympus 
Has Fallen, the Gerard Butler 
White House disaster flick 
that opened earlier this year, 
White House Down spends 
half-an-hour of its sprawl¬ 
ing 137 minutes introducing 
the characters, which is 29 
minutes more than we got 
in Butler’s film. There’s loads 
and loads of not terribly in¬ 
teresting talking, then the 
dome blows off the White 
House and director Roland 


Emmerich’s genius for mak¬ 
ing things go boom comes 
into play. From that point 
on, it’s fun stuff. 

Mark: And the question be¬ 
comes which is the better 
flick? White House Down has 
bigger stars, more expensive 
production and more action 
than Olympus Has Fallen. 
But if we use plausibility as 
a guideline, I think Olympus 
has a bit of an edge. That 
film almost felt like an indie, 
and its relative cheapness 
worked for it. I’m not say¬ 
ing that White House Down 
isn’t fun, but there were lots 
of times I just didn’t believe 
it, starting with the idea that 
Jamie Foxx could be elected 
president. On the other 
hand, James Woods is very 
believable. Too believable, 
maybe. 


RC: Woods does disgruntled 
very well. I won’t say any 
more about Woods — there 
will be no spoilers here — 
but I can say that this is a 
tallcier-than-usual action 
movie. But by and large the 
chit chat is entertaining. Best 
line in the movie? “That’s 
President Sawyer, and he has 
a rocket launcher!” I loved 
that the cheese factor was 
ramped up to 11 for the last 
hour-and-a-half. 

MB: Yes, I enjoyed that too. 
And there’s a bit of comedy 
thrown in. Nicolas Wright 
is terrific as a White House 
guide with SNL timing. But 
the director, Roland Em¬ 
merich, may have some ex¬ 
plaining to do. This is the 
second time he’s blown up 
the White House (Independ¬ 
ence Day being the first), 


and I’m no Freudian, but as 
a foreign national he may be 
receiving a visit from some 
Homeland Security in the 
near future.

Kristen Wiig is tiying to deal 
with the fact that she’s always 
expected to be ‘on.’ 

The comic actress and Sat¬ 
urday Night Live vet has made 
a name for herself with out¬ 
landish characters and hilari¬ 
ous writing, but she’s actually 
quite shy and reserved when 
she’s not on the clock. Un¬ 
fortunately, when promoting 
a massive animated film like 
Despicable Me 2, that’s not 
veiy often. 

“I mean, in an interview 
situation I am aware that I’m 
being recorded and written 
about, so there’s a kind of a 
persona you have to bring out 
a little bit,” she admits. “I find 
that people who interview 
me expect probably more of 


a comedic personality than in 
real life.” 

Wrestling with those per¬ 
ceptions has perhaps gotten 
easier now that she’s left SNL, 
where she became a stand¬ 
out over seven seasons with 
crazy characters like the Tar¬ 
get Lady. She even enjoyed a 
touching kind of send-off — 
with each cast member and 
creator Lome Michaels dan¬ 
cing with her during a final 
sketch — most other retiring 
SNL actors don’t enjoy. 

With a year’s time now 
between Wiig and her tearful 
farewell from SNL, she admits 
she’s finally getting used to 
not being on the sketch com¬ 
edy mainstay. 

“I do miss it,” she admits. 
“It’s getting easier now be¬ 
cause they’re on (summer]) 
hiatus. I don’t imagine what 
they’re doing — not in a 
creepy way, but just... it was 
such a big part of my life for 
seven years and it was a tran¬ 
sition to leave. But it’s getting 
better.” 

For her new addition to the 
Despicable Me world, Wiig 
was given some touchstones 
from one of her famous pre¬ 


decessors to work with: She 
plays Lucy, a brassy, clumsy 
redhead — who reminds 
viewers more than a little of 
Lucille Ball — tasked with 
roping retired super-villain 
Gm (Steve Carell) into a mis¬ 


sion. “That’s all they gave me.

The film follows friends and 
pro big wave surfers Ross 
Clarke-Jones and Tom Car- 
roll as they scour the waters 
surrounding their native 
Australia for uncharted surf 
spots. Firmly in middle age, 
both surfers address their 
aging bodies and shifting 
priorities; Carroll in particu¬ 
lar finds brushes with dead 
affecting his overall outlook 
on the sport. But while the 
relationship between the 
two forms the core of the 
film, the 3D surf scenes are 
the real attraction, making 
Storm Surfers a rare case 
where the medium enhan¬ 
ces rather than distracts 
from the film.

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Unfortunate Manti Te’o scandal 
helped Catfish series to swim, not sink 


Q&A. Co-host talks 
about the football star, 
the lessons to be learned 
and the comparisons 
between his show and 
The Great Gatsby 


Max Joseph, co-host of MTV’s 
Catfish: Tlie TV Show, says he 
has Manti Te’o to thank for 
catapulting his series into the 
national spotlight. “Manti Te’o 
got catfished. It happens. We 
see it happen eveiy week,” Jo¬ 
seph said. “I mean it was amaz¬ 
ing for the show, not so amaz¬ 
ing for Manti Te’o.” 

The term, which refers to 
someone using a fake identity 
to seduce another person on- 
fine, gained momentum as the 
title of a 2010 documentaiy on 
the topic. It has since become 
mainstream lingo and was used 
in a stoiy fine on Fox’s Glee 
after the former Notre Dame 
linebacker’s fake girlfriend epi¬ 
sode. Now Joseph and his pal 
Nev Schulman travel the coun¬ 
try to film people embroiled in 
catfish scenarios. 

“You’ve got the catfish, who 
has been lying and is nerv¬ 
ous and doesn’t necessarily 
love the idea of meeting the 
other person, but maybe real¬ 
izes to some degree they need 
to (do so) in order to move on 
with their fife,” said Joseph, 
explaining the show’s premise. 
“And you’ve got the hopeful, 
who is in love with someone 
who has kind of evaded them, 
and they desperately want to 
meet that person to see if their 
love is real.” 

In a recent interview, the 
Los Angeles filmmaker dis¬ 
cussed what’s in store for the 


series’ second season, which 
premiered Tuesday, and why 
The Great Gatsby may be the 
original catfish. 

Why would someone who 
suspects their love interest is a 
fraud or someone lying about 
their identity decide to be on 
your show? 

Most people come on the show 
because that’s their only oppor¬ 
tunity to either meet the other 
person or to come out of the 
catfish closet and tell the other 
person the truth in a kind of 
protected safe environment 
where they know that we are 
going to be there and we are 
going to mediate and kind 
of make sure that the other 
person doesn’t judge them 
immediately. It gives them an 
opportunity to say their piece. 

Why are catfish schemes so easy 
to pull off? 

The more we are involved in 
social media, the easier it is for 
someone to fie about who they 
are and to kind of fabricate a 
story about them, fabricate a 
fife that is grander than the 
one that they lead. That is 
the stoiy of The Great Gatsby, 
which is a film that just came 
out. And obviously this has 
been kind of an American 
trope since at least the 1920s, 
but definitely before then. This 
idea that in America you can 
be anyone you want. You can 
reinvent yourself. Well, I think 
that the Internet has maybe 
taken that kind of American 
idea and has democratized it 
for the world. 

What are the lessons here? 

I think it’s an amazing lesson 
for eveiyone out there that 
you got to be careful online. 

I don’t think the Internet is 



necessarily a dangerous place. 
It’s only dangerous if you 
don’t make people earn your 
trust. 

Do you ever get upset with 
people on the show? 

This season we definitely met 


people who don’t feel guilty at 
all and are doing it for really 
terrible reasons and aren’t 
repentant about it. And there 
are times when Nev and I 
have gotten really angiy with 
people. 


After filming season one, do 
the stories still surprise you? 

The variety of stories in season 
two kind of blows season one 
out of the water.... The stories 
are crazier; more complicated, 
more interesting.... Just when 
you think you understand 


why people do what they do 
or why a catfish would fie to 
someone that they’re talking 
to and you pretty much think 
you know the range of rea¬ 
sons, along comes a stoiy that 
really turns the whole thing 
on its head, the associated press 
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In the 
moment 


You know those rare times when you love a 
song the moment you hear it? It happened 
to me three times this week

A young Steven Van Zandt and 
Bruce Springsteen, who didn’t 
know each other at the time, 
went to see The Rascals at a 
roller rink on the Jersey Shore 
in the summer of 1966. 

The show made quite an 
impression on the future E 
Street Band members. 

The Rascals “were abso¬ 
lutely amazing, and it was one 
of the most inspiring perform¬ 
ances of my life,” Van Zandt 
said. “It stayed with us — half 
rock, half soul — so we trace 
our roots veiy much to them.” 

Now, after more than 40 
years apart, the original Ras¬ 
cals — Felix Cavaliere, Eddie 
Brigati, Gene Cornish and 
Dino Danelli — have reunited 
for a theatrical concert, called 
The Rascals: Once Upon a 
Dream.

The show, which sold out 
a Broadway run earlier in the 
spring, is now touring other 
cities. 

Van Zandt, the co-produ¬ 
cer, co-director and writer of 
the show, had tried to reunite 
the original members for 30 
years. 

“They’re veiy idealistic 
guys,” he says. “There’s been a 
lot of money thrown at them, 
and they turned it down, and 
finally it came down to this 
idea, and I think it appealed 
to them. 

“I wanted the show to be 
a great concert, but I wanted 
to re-establish the legacy, re¬ 
establish the histoiy and the 


identity of the band. People 
need to be reminded, and you 
can’t blame the public when 
you’re gone for 40 years.” 

When they formed in 
1965, The Rascals were part 
of America’s answer to the 
British Invasion, with hits in¬ 
cluding Good Lovin’, Groov¬ 
in’, People Got to Be Free, A 
Beautiful Morning and How 
Can I Be Sure. 

The group, now in the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, 
expanded the scope of the 
era’s roclc-pop sound with ele¬ 
ments of soul, jazz and the use 
of complex arrangements and 
instrumentation. 

In Once Upon a Dream, the 


band plays more than 30 hits, 
augmented by a few backup 
musicians and singers and 
a 50-by-2 5-foot LED screen, 
which illuminates the songs 
and the stoiy of the band. 

In New York, Brigati’s How 
Can I Be Sure was a showstop- 
per. 

“I want people leaving feel¬ 
ing elated, with a sense of in¬ 
spiration and motivation and 
a certain optimism that you 
can’t come by too easily these 
days,” says Van Zandt, who is 
currently on tour with the E 
Street Band in Europe. “I’m 
veiy proud that people are 
leaving the show feeling that 
anything is possible.”

Since the ’80s, Kelly Lynch 
has been the kind of beautiful 
actress who knows how to be 
taken seriously. 

The same year she popped 
up in a ridiculous Patrick 
Swayze sex scene in Road 
House, she delivered a gritty 
turn in Gus Van Sant’s junkie 
saga Drugstore Cowboy.

A lot of 
movies are either $1 million 
things that you hope will be 
really cool, or they’re giant 
cartoons. Storytelling, like 
in the great ’70s movies like 
The Godfather — those aren’t 
made anymore. Those are 
now TV shows on cable. 

How do you work with your 
fellow actors? 

The more a group of actors 
feels like a family to me, the 
safer I feel. If I go to a place 
with another person as a 
character, there’s a founda¬ 
tion of friendship and respect 


that’s really helpful. The fact 
that we all love each other 
helps. Mitch put this group 
together. Eveiyone makes me 
better. 

What about working with 
your husband? 

At home, he’s my husband. 

At work, he’s my boss. It’s a 
veiy weird dynamic.

It’s going to be a huge day for 
at least three Halifax Moose- 
heads players on Sunday. 

Topping the list is Cole 
Harbour’s Nathan MacKinnon, 
who’s widely expected to be 
selected No. 1 overall by the 
Colorado Avalanche at the NHL 
draft in Newark, N.J. 

Speaking from New York 
City, the 17-year-old forward 
said he was feeling relaxed 
amidst the growing hoopla 
over the weekend event. 

“I feel pretty good right 
now, but I’m sure when Sat¬ 
urday comes I’ll be feeling a 
little nervous and anxious,” 
said MacKinnon on Wednesday 
evening. “Sure, there will be 
some butterflies, but right now 
I’m just settling in and waiting 
for things to come in.” 

Following close behind 
MacKinnon is his regular-sea- 
son linemate Jonathan Drouin, 


who could be selected second 
by the Florida Panthers but 
likely third by the Tampa Bay 


Lightning. 

Either way, the Sainte-Ag- 
athe-des-Monts, Que., native is 
a definite top-five pick. 

Netminder Zach Fucale 
rounds out the Mooseheads’ 
three first-round locks. 

TSN scout Craig Button 
is predicting the top-ranked 
North American goalie will be 
selected in the ninth spot by 
the New Jersey Devils. But there 


have also been rumblings that 
he could go as high as sixth to 
the Calgaiy Flames, who could 
be without their starting goalie 
Miiklca Kiprusoff, who is re¬ 
portedly retiring. 

“Those are just little predic¬ 
tions, to me that’s all they are,” 
said Fucale. “In the end it’s 
flattering and it’s fim, but any¬ 
thing can happen on draft day.

Bar¬ 
kov and Valeri Nichushkin 
would fit, but so would Drou¬ 
in if he slips to No. 3. 

4. Predators 

The Predators could use 
offence and a lot of it.
